Sir: 

This responds to the Notice Under 37 CFR 1.251 issued in connection with the subject 
application. 

We are furnishing with this correspondence a copy of the record we have of 
correspondence between the Office and applicant. At the moment, our file does not appear to be 
complete and we have checked with applicant's earlier representative to see if additional 
documents can be located. We have not yet received an indication of what material might be 
available from them. In the interest of responding to this notice timely, we now submit our reply 
(to be supplemented in the event that additional documents are discovered). 

As the list of documents (correspondence) required by the Notice to be provided by us 
(and for the Office's convenience), we supply a copy of the PALM printout provided to us with 
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the Notice listing the contents of the file. We have checked (V) those items we believe we are 
supplying with this response. 

Some explanation also appears necessary. 

The petition entered on 09-19-2002 also was accompanied by a Preliminary Amendment, 
which is enclosed with the documents now being supplied. We believe that the correspondence 
change of 12-09-2002 on the correspondence (PALM) list also was part of the Petition 
documents filed on 09-19-2002. 

A Power of Attorney, dated 04-04-2002 also is enclosed. It does not appear on the 
PALM list. I cannot determine whether it was filed. 

The Preliminary Amendment dated 01-31-2002, also included (i) a Substitute 
Specification, (ii) a paper with a correspondence address change and (iii) a Revocation of Power. 
Thus, we suspect that the items dated 02-06-2002 and 02-15-2002 were actually filed on 01-31- 
2002. The Substitute Specification doers not appear to be noted separately on the PALM list. 
The Substitute Specification with drawings changes is enclosed with the documents now being 
supplied. 

We believe we have a copy of the transmittal form for the October 1, 2001 Substitute 
Specification entry (and we enclose a copy thereof), but we do not have the underlying 
documents. We also have the Certificate of Transmission and the CPA form, the Fee transmittal 
and the Revocation of Power of Attorney for the 04-25-2001 filing, but we do not have the Claim 
set or Information Disclosure Statement referenced on the certificate. 

We also enclose a copy of an unsigned Information Disclosure Statement that we believe 
accompanied the original filing as well as the initial translation of the underlying PCT 
application. 
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The docuinents we are supplying are a complete and accurate copy of applicant's record 
of all the correspondence between the Office and applicant in our possession. This is not a 
complete record of all correspondence, however. Items NOT checked on the attached list are not 
among the records in our possession and thus have not been supplied. 

We also are submitting Form PTO-2053-B as requested. We have check the box we 
believe is most appropriate in the current circumstance. However, we rely on the prior 
explanation as the most accurate statement of the completeness of our response. 

It is believed no fee is due for the filing of this response, however, if any fee is due, the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge our Deposit Account No. 19-0733.
